city. 
The senator’s speech was n11♦ *nd«**t 
by unusual and picturesque circum­ 
stances. 
Front the time lie entered 
the hall he received the cheers of his 
loyal followers, but the majority were 
against him and the counter-demon

were

volume. 
Neverthele s he made his fight calmly 
and 
courageously.

were attended with much confusion

HEAVY GALE IN CHICAGO. 


Costs ths Lives of T w o Men by Upset­ 
ting T h e ir Boat.

Chicago, April 16.—A heavy gale 
which attained a velocity of forty- 
| seven miles an hour struck this city 
and raged several hours without les- 
lening of its violence. It cost the lives 
nt two men, Joseph Sachsel, a liquor 
dealer, and his nephew, Arthur Freud, 
i both being drowned by the upsetting 
of their boat in Lake Michigan off the 
foot of Wilson avenue. 
Both men went down In sight of 
Mrs. Sachsel and the four sisters of 
Freud, who saw t he gale approaching 
and vainly attempted to signal the 
men. 
When they failed in this they 
telephoned to the police and to the 
litesaving station. 
The crew from the 
latter place at on«e set out, but It was 
twelve miles to pull through a rapidly 
rising sea and against the wind. When 
they reached the spot, the men ami 
boat hud disappeared. 
Off Jackson park eleven men were 
rescued by the lifesaving crew. Seven 


of the men were aboard the Flying 
Dutchman, si sloop that was two miles 
off Thirty-sixth street when the gale 
came sweeping up the lake 
The boat 
was being carrie«! out into the lake 
and must have been lost had not the 
lifesaving 
crew, 
after 
a 
desperate 
struggle with the wind and waves, 
managed to tow the boat into the 
Jackson park harbor. 
Two overturned boats, to each of 
which two men were clinging, were 
rescued later by the Jackson Park life- 
saving crew. 
The wind tild much damage in all 
parts of tin- city to trees and shrub­ 
bery, and in the business sections 
tore signs and smarted plate glass 
windows. 
\\ hilo forty-seven miles an 
hour was the velocity reported by the 
weather bureau, down on the street 
level, particularly between smne of 
the high buildings, the force of th»> 
gale w as much greater, and at several 
of the more dangerous crossings de­ 
tails >f police were stationed to aid 
women and children in crossing the 
streets.

Patrick H. MeCarren, leader of the 
Kings county Democracy, was u n se a t­ 
ed as a delegate to the p arty’s state 
eonvention In Carnegie hall to select 
representatives to the Denver national 
convention, after a two-days’ hitter 
contest before the com m ittee on cre­ 
dentials. 
He was alternately greeted 
with cheers and derisive cries when 
he finally addressed the convention 
and once was Insulted by a m an on 
the platform near him. 
T he senator 
told this man he would talk to him 
outside the hall. 
Amid scenes tense 
and dram atic in the extrem e he first 
appealed to the convention to refuse 
to sanction the majority report of the 
committee ami followed this up with 
deliberate defiance of those who, he 
said, were excluding him from 
the 
place in the party councils to which 
he had been chosen by his Democratic 
constituents. 
He threatened the T a m ­ 
many delegates with the statem ent 
that if the plans to put him outside 
the party lines were carried out no 
one in tile convention hall would live 
long enough to see ihe election of an­ 
other Democratic mayor of New York 
city. 
The se n a to r’s speech was attended 
by unusual and picturesque circum ­ 
stances.

the Commission to Have 


Charge of Hatchery 


St. Paul, April 16.—The state game 
and fish commission has accepted the 
release of the Pine Tree Lumber com­ 
pany of its mineral rights in the land 
selected for the fish hatchery to be 
erected at Deerwood, seventeen miles 
east of Brainerd. 
J. P. Saunders, of 
Brainerd, formerly deputy game war­ 
den, has been appointed by the com­ 
mission as foreman of the new hatch­ 
ery and the commission will now pur­ 
chase the land and proceed with the 
erection of such buildings as the appro­ 
priation available will permit. 
The legislature in 1907 appropriated 
$6,000 for this hatchery. 
The cost of 
the site including surveys, clearing, 
preparations, etc., will, it is estimated, 
cost about $1,200, leaving nearly $5000 
to be expended in the dam, buildings, 
etc. 
This will not enable the commis­ 
sion to complete the hatchery, hut it 
will be sufficient to get it started and 
the extension of the institution will be 
subject to the provisions made by suc­ 
ceeding legislatures. 


The many Brainerd friends of Mr. 
Saunders will be glad to learn that he 
has secured the position of foreman, at 
the new hatchery, which is a much 
more pleasant one than that of deputy 
game warden. 
He is said to be one of 
the most skilled men in the service of 
the state along these lines and will un­ 
doubtedly make a fine record at Deer­ 
wood.

HATCHERY SITE 
IS SECURED 


State Fish and Game Commission 
Has Acceptod Releaso of 
Mineral Rights 


J. P. SAUNDERS TO BE FOREMAN 


Brainerd Man Was Selected by 
the Commission 
to Have 
Charge of Hatchery 


St. Paul, April 16.—The state game 
and fish commission has accepted the 
release of the Pine Tree Lumber com­ 
pany of its mineral rights in the land 
selected for the fish hatchery to be 
erected at Deenwood, seventeen miles 
east of Brainerd. J. P. Saunders, of 
Brainerd, formerly deputy game w ar­ 
den, has been appointed by the com­ 
mission as foreman of the new hatch­ 
ery and the commission will now pur­ 
chase the land and proceed with the 
erection of such buildings as the appro­ 
priation available will permit. 
The legislature in 1907 appropriated 
$6,000 for this hatchery. 
The cost of 
the site including surveys, clearing, 
preparations, etc., will, it is estimated, 
cost about $1,200, leaving nearly $5000 
to be expended in the dam, buildings, 
etc. This will not enable the commis­ 
sion to complete the hatchery, but it 
will be sufficient to get it started and 
the extension of the institution will be 
subject to the provisions made by suc­ 
ceeding legislatures.

Grye i>e adopted, the KlfTel tow er will 
play auch an Im portant role In the 
world h shipping that wrecka through 
miscalculation of longitude will here 
after Ik? rendered Impossible. 
The venerable savant, according to n 
wireless teb’grnph dispatch from Paris 
to the New York Times, purposes to 
equip the tow er so that It can send the 
exact time according to the meridian 
of either Paris or Greenwich to every 
ship in the world equipped with wire 
less telegraphy. 
lie says that a wireless plant of stif 
ficlent force cun I k* established to send 
Hertzian waves completely around the 
world. By a prearranged signal either 
noon or midnight would be Indicated, 
•n d ships would thus lye able to regu 
late their own chronom eters and leurti 
the exact longitude without taking oh 
servntlons by the sun. 
T he proposal has already ts*en a c ­ 
cepted In principle, and experim ents 
will first Ik* undertaken with the con 
etirrence of French ships In l>oth the 
Atlantic and the M editerranean. 
It is 
purposed to send the hour of midnight 
according to Paris time, this being 
preferable to noon ow ing to the a b ­ 
sence of local disturbances. 
Among those who applauded the pro 
posai were Simon Newcomb, the emi­ 
nent astronom er of W ashington, and 
A lexander Agassis of Cam bridge, Mass. 
Botli were enthusiastic in praise of the
